Water Works System, Opera House 


and Laupus Building Were Also 


Constructed in That Year. 


If there is any truth in the old say - 
in# that a cycle of life is complet­ 
ed every thirty years 
Seymour i- 
entering’ upon a new era of advance- -un-, 
meat and improvement 
which will 
mean much for the city. 
Residents 
who have spent most of their lives 
in this city and the vicinity will re­ 
call that the year of 1889 was an 
cimelia! one in the history of Sey­ 
mour. 
At that time Seymour was 
slightly* more than thirty year- old, 
the first cycle of the city’s existence 
dating hack a little more than the 
generally accepted term id' year-. 
But the year °1 1889 brought big 
things 
for Seymour 
and the 
im­ 
provement- were o f such a charac­ 
ter that the town took on the pro­ 
portions of a city. 
Prior to 1889 


the Laupus building which stands at 
the corner of Chestnut street and St. 
Louis Ave. was erected and was oneof 
the first two story buildings of the 
modern type to go up in that block. 
Later the 
K. of P. building 
was 
erected hut that was several year- 
later. 
Even at that time Chestnut 
street was not recognized a.- a good 
block but the improvements tended 
to draw' business in that direction. 
But the thought of the public was 
not 
devoted entirely to railroads, 
business 
blocks arid water 
works 
system. 
The jieople began to de­ 
mand 
some building that 
could be 
utilized to an advantage for thea­ 
trical purposes, The old opera house 
had been popular but it was gone 
and a number of public spirited citi­ 
zens agreed to take sufficient stock 
to build what is known as the Ma­ 
jestic Mock. 
The theater at that 
time was one of the handsomest, in 
southern Indiana and under various 
inanagements numerous productions 
were booked during the winter sea- 
For a time the productions 
were given 
before packed 
houses, 
but the building as a business propo­ 
sition was 
never a paying 
invest­ 
ment. 
Most of the original -tock- 
holders sold their holdings at a big 
loss and the building was sold to the 
present owners at much less than its 
cost, 
It was in 1889 that Seymour be­ 
gan to export manufactured goods.

The enrollment of Jackson county 
soldiers who will take advantage of

uniform. 
John E. Hunsucker, chair­ 
man of thccounty council of defense, 
who is in charge of the arrange­ 
ment" for the entertainment of the 
Jackson county boy's, stated yester­ 
day that in case" where it wa" im­ 
possible 
for ex-soldiers 
to appear 
in uniforms the men would he sup** 
plied with badges to -how that they 
had been iii the service. 
However, 
Mr. Hunsucker i" very anxious that 
every man who possibly can do so 
wear a uniform as it will make a 
much better -bowing iii the parade. 
Every man who <roe- a- the county’s 
guest will he expected to march with 
the delegation in the parade, 
It is 
pointed out that some of the soldiers 
in the county have disposed of their 
uniforms, -ome having returned them 
atter being discharged. 
Tt is the 
desire of Mr. Hunsucker that every 
man who has seen service go and 
the men who have no uniform" will 
he provided with a badge and will be 
entitled to partake in all the festivi­ 
ties planned in honor of the returned 
war veterans. 
A special train will leave this city 
at 8 o’clock Wednesday morning over 
tile Pennsylvania railroad to take the 
Jackson county s o ld ie rs to Indian­ 
apolis.

TWO RURAL ROUTES IN 
COUNTY ARE DISCONTINUED 


Practically All Carriers Have Had 
Their Territory Increased— Will 
% 
Receive More Pay. 


Practically every rural mail car­ 
rier in Jackson county has had the 
length of his route increased and two 
routes have been abandoned by a new 
postoffice order which became effec­ 
tive Thursday. 
The route.- that have 
been discontinued arc No. 4 out of 
the 
Brownstown 
postoffice, 
Frank 
Browning, carrier, and the Henderson 
route at Sparks Ville. 
With the exception of one all of 
the routes out of the Seymour post­ 
office have been increased in length 
from three and a half to four miles 
and the districts have been changed 
to a certain extent. 
There has been 
little confusion in the change so far 
as local mail carriers are concerned 
and they have all been able to cover 
their new territory with it" increased 
mileage in about the usual time that 
they 
went 
over them 
before the 
change liecame effective. 
The increase in the length o f the 
routes from the Seymour postoffice 
I" due to the fact that three of the 
route- are serving patrons who form­ 
erly received their mail on Route 4 
out of Brownstown which was dis- 
ontinued. 
Route No. 5 has taken 
six miles of the territory, and Nos. 3 
and 7 about three miles each. 
Allen Swope, local postmaster stat­ 
ed today that bv the change the ser­ 
vice to all patrons in general would 
prove more satisfactory. 
In laying 
out the new routes every care was 
taken to make changes that would 
benefit the largest majority of pat­ 
rons. 
Postmaster Swope stated t-htft 
with the exception of a few, every 
rural patron of the Seymour pO"t- 
offiee will he better taken care then 
ever before. 
The increasing of their routes will 
not give the local mail carriers cause 
for complaint considering the fact 
that their pay ha- also been increas­ 
ed. 
Before the routes were made 
longer the average pay was $1,440 
which is now increased to $1,560 per 
year.
